Hie kxcenbexcy said ho was very gratified 
that ony of his last offitial acta wag 
the awarding of Royal Humane - Society 
medalg for gallantry displayed daring tho 
terrible two bonrs.on the morning of September 
18th. The first work of the typhoon was devoted 
to the saving cf life, and the efforts of some in 
this direction had been given due prominencs in 
the Press in tho first inatunce, and afterwards 
rigorous irquiry had been made by the Captain - 
Surerintendent of Pulice.
